THE WHIskyY TAx—It is well known that the 
whisky business Is now languishing, and distii- 
lers are everywhere complalping. It is pretty 
certain tbatefiorts will be made during the p 
session of Congress to infuse vitality into this 
cevartmentgf business, but the question of the 
utmost Importance i+, whoisto be benefited? 
At present, says the Chicago Tribune. highwines 
are eelling at 84 cents per gallon, the cost of pro- 
duction being 30 cents, apd the taxes, in all, 64 
cepts. The fact that the market price is 10 cents 
below the cost, with taux added, sufficiently shows 
that a third, or half, of all the whisky manntfac- 
tured escapes the present specific tax of 50 coats 
per gallop, besides the incidental taxes, making 
64 cents in all. 

But the business of stealing the tax has be- 
come 80 systematized that, after the. officers of 
the Governmect, detectives, gaugers, warehouse- 
keepe's, informers, witnesses, etc., are paid, 
very little eXtra profit remains to the whisks 
ring. Indeed, in some districts, although the 
Government gets but a moderate share of the 
tax, the distillers’ rings are k-pt on very “‘sbort 
commons’’ by the plunder to which they are sub- 
jected, and are doing an illegitimate and corrupt 
business for very little more than legitimate 
proate. 

io incur allthe dangers of crime, and, at the 
Same time, all the risks and labor of legitimaie 
busipess, with po extra profits, is not satisfacto- 
ry tothe whisky-makers. If, therefor¢, they can 
force up the tax omg the manufacture to $1 per 
gallop, which, with incidental taxea, will carry 
the total tax to $1 14, the gelling price in the 
market will go up to $120 or $1 25, possibly 
$1 30. This will be a profit of Ofty cents per gal- 
Jon 10 the holders of stocks, and the whisky-ring 
will be holdeis to a very large amoudt. Estima- 
ting our annua! production at 80,000,000 galions, 
and supposing only ten weeks product to be itn 
store Oren band, there would bea profit of eight 
millions of dollars for the ring. 

It is aseerted that bitherto, in bringing certain 
forcesto bear upos Congress, whisky holders 
bave formed an alliance with temperance men 
to increase the tax, the whisky men waniing the 
money and the temperance meno believing that 
by increasing the tax less whisky is consumed. 
But, says the Tribupe, it is clearly demon:trat- 
ed, by the statistics of our production and im- 
portation, thet the American people consume as 
much spirituous liquors per capita since the 
prices have been made bigh by taxation as they 
did when they were low. It is equally certain 
that the liquors consumed are ina far greater 
degree adulterated, poisonous and injurious; 
amd, finally, it is certain that the tax is paid, in 
great par, by the farmers and agricul'u- 
rista of the country, In the reduced prices of the 
grain ano other products from which the spirit- 
uous liquorea'e made. Atax of fif y cents per 
gailon On whisky is a tax of ten cents a bushel on 
grain. The Northwest, asthe grain-producing 
section of the country, should bear in mind that 
the efforttorun the government)y means oi a 
tax on whisky alone, is an effort to tax the man- 
ufacturers and agriculture of the Northwest to 
the almost total exemption of the other sections. 
Ostensibly it is a temperance dodge. Visibly, and 
in fact, it is a local tax of the leading industries 
of our section.

THE CONSE OF CROMWELL. 
Why the Irish Hate the English ° 


This book “The 
ment of Ireland,” by 
Barrister-at-Law, 1870 


present condition 
of Ireland with a clearness displayed by 
no other work, itia the same as aoe 
that it throws light on one of the est 
and most serious ms of modern s0- 
ciety, for the condition of Ireland is ac- 
tually patting in peril at this moment the 
dearest interests of both England and 
America. The “Curse of Cromwell,” in 
short, has lighted on and followed over 
the earth not only the Celts whom he 
sought to extirpate, but the Anglo-Sax- 
ons whom he sought to serve. 
Mr. Prendergast was five years ago 
appointed, with Dr. Russell, the Presi- 
dent of Maynooth College, on a com mis- . 
sion to examine the great body of histori- 
cal papers known as the Carte Collection, 
and deposited in the Bodleian Library, 
Oxford. The’Carte Collection contains 
the Ormonde papers, or Jetters and doc- 
uments, public and private, connected 
with the governments of Ireland ee 
the Duke of Ormonde's ‘connection wit 
it, from 1641 down to his deathin 1688 
with the exception of ten years, from 1656 
to 1660, in exile withthe King. 
From the Restoration until his death. 
Ormonde was in effect Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, and was the recipient of all the 
petitions, plaints, and remonstrances, 
presented by those whom the wars, con- 
i.scations, and settlements of the com- 
monwealth had wronged, with the aid of 
thie eollection, and of various family pa- 
pers never ore examined, Mr. Pren- 
dergast has been able to set before us, 
with curious and instructive minuteness, 
the real nature and results of the great 
social and political revolution known as 
the Cromwellian settlement of Ireland. 
The war in Ireland, begun by Cromwell 
in 1649, was endedin 1653. The Irish 
were put down much as the [ndians on 
the Western plains are now put down, by 
wholesale massacre and by the destruction 
of their cropsand cattle. During the last 
two years, their resistance consisted sim- 
ply of guerilla warefare, in whiclt; owing 
to the nature of tne country, they were 
very successful, and to put an end to it 
the Parliamentary army, under Ireton, 
laid everything waste. In his march of 
150 miles from Limerick to Waterford, he 
passed through fertile districts of thirty 
miles together, in which not a house or a 
living creature wasto be seen. When 
“peace’’ came in 1657, special licenses 
were issued by governmentto kill and 
dress sheep and lambs. There is one re- 
cord which permits the Widow Bulkeley, 
in consideration of her “ould age and 
weakness of body,to kill and dress as 
much lamb as should be necessary for her 
own use and eating, not exceeding three 
lambs fora whole year."’ The last or- 
ganized force ef the Irish had surrendered 
the previous year, and now came the plan 
of pacification. The pay of the English 
ermy was heaVily in arrears, and it was 
resolved to satisfy the claims of both offi- 
cers and men by grants of land to be taken 
from the Irish. The officers were very 
eager for this arrangemeht, as they wished 
to found families—the men less so, but it 
was the best they could do; sothey accept- 


ed. 

The first thing to be done was to get rid 
of as many of the Irish as possible. Ac- 
cordingly, the men were encouraged in 
every way toenter the service of Conti- 
nental powers, and in the years 1651-54 
34,000 embarked for Pofand.

Orders were then issued by 
the Commissioners of Ireland to govern- 
ors of garrisons, and keepers of jails, and 
masters of workhouses, and all other 
persons in authority, to deliverto agents 
of Bristol sugar merchants all able-bodied 
men in their charge, ‘‘marriageable wo- 
men not past breeding,’ andall persons 
without visible means of liveliheod—in 


multitude—for transpertation to the West 


the plantations. any found their way, 
under similar contracts, to New England 
Mr. Prendergast gives the names of the 
agents and merchants, and dates of some 
of the largest contracts. (Under this sys- 
tem, in the course of four years, 61,000 
irls were 
sent into slavery, and many of the women 
belonged to families of the better class, 
whom the war had left destitute. In 
March, 1655, the order was revoked, and 
the trade ceased. In 1655, however,Jam- 
aica having been conquered, and colonists 
and a garrisen being wanted for it, Crom- 
well engaged 1,500 men ofthe English 
troo fn dreland to go there, and ordered 
1,000 Irish wenches ‘to be sent with them. 
Henry Cromwell, then commanding the 
forces in Irelahd, answered that he would 
have to take the “wenches’’ by force, and 
suggested that 1,500 to 2,000 boys, from 
12 to 14 years of age, should be sent out 
also. One thousand of each were accord- 
ingly sent, with the pious nope that they 
would be made “Christians” of in Jamai- 


ca. 

In the meantime, the process of divid- 
ing the lands was going on actively. 
There was due to the “Society of Adven- 
tures,’ or perosns who had lent money to 
the government for the expenses of the 
war in Ireland, a sum of £360,000. This 
was paid off by liberal grants of land, 
drawn by lot at a public lottery held at 
the Grocers’ Hall, in London, in Jaly, 
1653, in ten counties. The whole of the 
rest of Ireland—except the province of 
Connaught—was set apart for payment of 
£1.750,000 of floating debt, incurred by 
the government for supplies furnished dur- 
ing the war. On the 26th of September, 
1653, all ancient estates and farms of the 
people of Ireland were declared to belong 
to the Adventurers and Army of England, 
and all Irish were ordered to ‘transplant’ 
to Connaught—a howling wilderness of 
bog and rock—with their families, before 
the Ist of May following, on pain of death 
if found east of the Shannon after that 
date, the trial to be by military commis- 
sion. 

The exce; tions to this rule were the 
Irish wives of English Protestants em- 
bracing their husbands faith; boys and girls, 
under 14, in the service of Protestants, 
and Irish Catholies who could offer satis 
factory proof of having shown ‘Constant 
Good Affection’ to the Parliament as 
against the King during the previous ten 
years. The decree was an awful one, 
and it struck the unhappy people just as 
they were gathering in their harvest, and 
this the first tolerable harvest they had 
had since the war began. “Constant Good 
Affection’ was almost impossible to prove, 
for mere passiveness would not support 
the plea Moreover, the order covered 
not only the “Irish enemy,’* but the de-

This iast want was 
the worst of all, for love making to Irish 
women, whom the troops found very at- 
tractive, was strictly hibited by “the 
third article of warre,’ and offenders, as 
the rds of court martial still extant 
show, were severely fogged forit. Other 
heavy penalties were inflicted on soldiers 
marrying Irish women. Ireton, by'a gen- 
eral order, forbade any officer or soldier 
ing an Irish woman,whether calling 
herself a Papist or not, “until it had been 
ascertained by an examination (by fit 
rsons, such as shall be appoin for 
that end) whether the change of religion 
flowed from a reall worke of God upon 
their hearts,’ or “from corrupt and 
carnal ends.” 
The intermarrying, however, went on to 
a greater or less extent, human nature be- 
ing stronger than general orders. Some 
of the transplanted crept back and died 
within ve of their old seats; others 
came back and rented farms from their 
conquerors; others ended their days in 
Connaught; Sthers again of the younger 
men stole home and ‘“bushwhacked’ the 
Englishmen, thus beginning the practice 
of yy weer a. which “ es 
an apparees,” ‘“Whiteboys,” ‘“Cap- 
tain Rocks,’ and “Molly Maguires’’ have 
kept up down to our own day. Thou- 
sands in the next generation flew to arms 
joyfully thirty years later under James. 
Juring the century following the Boyne, 
40,000 [rishmen died in foreign service, 
and the rest remained at home to hate 
and curse their conquerors, In short, if 
we judge this settlement, on which the 
Lord's blessing was invoked so often, by 
its consequences, work so devilish by 
Christian people was never done.
